5 — Laboratory  Facilities 

All  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  relating  to  water, 
milk  and  ice-cream  are  carried  out  for  your  area  by  the  Glamorgan 
County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 


6 —  Care  of  tbe  Aged 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Council  continued  to  provide  at  their 
Civic  Restaurant,  lunches  for  old  age  pensioners  at  a reduced  cost. 
This  facility  is  of  particular  benefit  to  aged  persons  living  on  their 
own,  who  are  thus  able  to  have  at  least  one  good  meal  a day. 

An  important  advance  that  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  care 
of  the  aged  was  the  opening  of  the  day  hospital  in  the  grounds  of 
the  Maesgwyn  Hospital,  Bryncethin.  This  hospital  was  established 
at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Thomas,  the  Group  Consultant 
G'eriatrician,  at  a cost  of  £28,500.  In  a report  Dr.  Thomas  states 
that  the  purpose  is  to  facilitate  early  discharge  of  patients  from 
the  main  hospital,  to  delay  and  prevent  admissions  and  to  prevent 
re-admission  of  patients  who  have  received  hospital  care.  It  also 
assists  families  with  social  difficulties  and  those  living  alone. 

While  in  the  day  hospital  the  aged  persons  not  only  have  meals 
and  daily  contact  with  other  people,  but  are  able  to  obtain  exer- 
cises, physiotherapy,  chiropody,  and  certain  treatment  for  minor 
ailments.  The  opening  of  this  hospital  has  been  a great  help  to  the 
house  bound  who  are  taken  to  the  hospital  by  ambulance  and  are 
thus  assisted  to  remain  mobile. 

Another  important  facility  that  was  provided  was  the  opening 
of  the  Llanerch  Hostel,  Merthyr  Mawr,  by  the  Glamorgan  Welfare 
Department.  For  several  years  the  medical  profession  and  the  public 
have  been  disturbed  at  the  need  to  admit  elderly  demented  patients 
into  mental  hospitals.  It  is  therefore  pleasing  that  this  hostel  has 
been  built  to  provide  hostel  occommodation  for  36  such  patients. 
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7 — National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

(a)  Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead 

No  action  was  required  under  this  section  during  the  year  under 
review. 

(b)  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  need  of  Care  and 
attention. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  compulsory  action  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act.  Three  persons,  however, 
were  found  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention  and  were  persuaded 
to  voluntarily  enter  hospital  for  care  and  treatment. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  home  and  clinic  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest  Physician 
Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  2345).  In  his 
work  Dr.  Trail  is  assisted  by  an  assistant  Chest  Physician.  The 
Chest  Physicians  are  also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 
Hospital. 

During  the  months  of  May  and  June  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service  visited  Bridgend.  The  total  number  of  persons  X-rayed  was 
2,078  and  55  persons  were  found  to  have  abnormalities.  Only  4 
of  these  cases,  however,  required  more  detailed  X-Rays  and 
observation.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


1. — Water  Supply. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board. 
The  other  members  are  : Cowbridge  Borough,  Maesteg  U.D.C., 
Porthcawl  U.D.C.,  Ogmore  and  Garw  U.D.C.  and  the  Penybont 
R.D.C. 

This  Board  supplies  132,000  people  with  water  and  the  average 
supply  daily  amounts  to  6}  million  gallons.  Improvements  costing 
£450,000  are  being  carried  out  to  increase  the  supply. 

The  main  source  for  your  area  comes  from  an  underground 
stream  at  Schwyll.  This  is  a hard  water  which  contains  a negligible 
amount  of  fluoride.  When  examined  in  November,  1955  the  amount 
present  was  0.044  parts  per  million. 

Another  source  available  is  at  Dimbath  where  the  water  comes 
from  the  upland  gathering  ground  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  District. 
This  is  soft  water  which  is  filtered  and  treated.  When  a mixture 
of  the  water  from  this  source  was  examined  for  fluoride  content  in 
1955,  it  was  found  to  contain  0.040  parts  per  million. 

Many  interesting  debates  on  the  “ Fluoridation  of  Water  Sup- 
plies ” took  place  during  the  year.  Some  members  had  passionate 
convictions  that  this  procedure  would  result  in  the  public  suffering 
horrifying  medical  complications.  But  due  to  overwhelming  evidence 
that  was  submitted  to  the  contrary  the  Council  agreed  to  support 
this  procedure. 

All  houses  in  the  area  are  provided  with  individual  water 
supplies  direct  to  the  houses. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  town  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  but  owing  to  the  recent 
building  schemes  in  your  area,  and  certain  parts  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District,  your  sewers  are  now  almost  at  maximum  capacity. 
The  sewage  from  the  town  enters  the  main  sewer  of  the  Penybont 
Main  Sewerage  Board,  which  finally  discharges  into  the  sea  at 
Ogmore-by-Sea.  Your  Council  is  a member  of  this  Board. 

The  department  continues  to  receive  numerous  complaints  of 
heavy  sewage  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogmore-by-Sea.  For  several 
years  the  renewal  of  the  main  sewer  and  the  provision  of  a Treat- 
ment Works  to  overcome  this  problem  has  been  under  consideration. 
The  scheme  will  commence  in  the  near  future.  The  cost  of  these 
improvements  will  be  in  the  region  of  £1.250,000. 
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3. — Closet  Accommodation.

4. — Public  Cleansing. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under  the 
direction  of  the  Surveyor. 

Refuse  and  street  sweepings  are  collected  daily  in  the  town 
area,  and  twice  weekly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  by  controlled  tippings  in  a disused  quarry 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  town. 

The  tip  is  carefully  controlled  and  sealed  every  night. 

This  work  is  carried  out  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  depart- 
ment.

5. — Ces.sponl.s. 

The  Cleansing  of  the  cesspools  is  carried  out,  free  of  charge 
by  the  Council’s  staff  at  the  request  of  the  tenants. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 


I. — Shops. 


250  visits  were  paid  by  your  Inspectors  to  various  shops  in 
the  area  and  improvements  were  carried  out  in  8 instances, 
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2. — Atmospheric  Pollution. 


Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  a problem  in  your  area. 


3. — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

A public  Open-Air  Swimming  Bath  was  opened  in  May,  1938. 
The  cost  was  £6,600.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  186,000  gallons. 
A filtration  plant  is  installed,  and  has  a six-hour  turn  over.  The 
water  is  first  filtered,  then  chlorinated,  then  aerated,  and  returned 
to  the  bath. 

The  Swimming  Bath  was  regularly  inspected  and  3 samples 
of  water  were  taken  for  examination.  All  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 


4. — Disinfestation. 

One  complaint  of  the  presence  of  bed  bugs  was  received  and 
15  minor  infestations  by  cockroaches,  ants  and  wasps  were  reported. 


5. — Removal  and  Destruction  of  Bedding. 

During  the  year  one  request  was  received  to  remove  and  destroy 
articles  of  bedding. 

This  service  was  much  appreciated  by  the  owners  owing  to  the 
nuisance  caused  by  the  burning  of  such  articles  on  their  own 
premises  in  an  urban  area. 


6. — Rodent  Control. 

A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council.  All 
complaints  from  private  and  business  premises  were  attended  to 
the  treatment  being  carried  out  free  of  charge  in  private  premises 
but  the  cost  of  treatment  at  business  and  commercial  premises  was 
recovered,

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949,  Mr.  Manley  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
reports  that  a Maintenance  Treatment  of  sewers  was  carried  out, 
the  bait  used  being  Sewarin.  The  infestations  of  rats  and  mice 
reported  were  of  a minor  character. 
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Outwork. — During  the  year  no  outworkers  were  notified  as  residing  in  this  district. 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 


This  act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1964  and 
ranks  as  a major  piece  of  social  legislation.  For  three  months 
preceding  its  operation,  employers  were  obliged  to  seek  registration 
with  the  appropriate  authority  responsible  for  their  type  of  premises. 
A good  deal  of  confusion  developed  around  this  and  various  other 
matters  and  subsequently  explanatory  leaflets  were  issued  by  the 
Ministry  which  exceeded  in  volume  the  Act  itself.  A number  of 
meetings  were  also  arranged  between  officers  of  the  Ministry  and 
local  authority  officers  responsible  for  administration  in  order  to 
establish  reasonable  uniformity  throughout  the  country. 

Although  an  extensive  publicity  campaign  was  carried  out  by 
the  press,  radio  and  television,  it  became  obvious  that  a large  per- 
centage of  employers  had  failed  to  make  the  necessary  application 
for  registration  before  August  1st.  It  was  also  becoming  clear  to 
local  authority  officers  that  the  volume  of  work  involved  over  the 
initial  inspection  would  make  severe  inroads  into  the  established 
work  of  the  public  health  department.  This  problem  was  solved  in 
many  cases  by  an  increase  in  establishment  or  reorganisation  of 
existing  staff.  A number  of  the  larger  authorities  set  up  separate 
departments  specifically  for  the  administration  of  duties  under  the 
Act. 


For  the  first  time  in  history  the  welfare  of  employees  in  offices 
came  under  the  scrutiny  of  detached  inspectors  who  were  supported 
by  legislation  dealing  with  safety,  comfort,  temperature  and  ven- 
tilation, overcrowding,  toilet  facilities  and  provision  of  first  aid  and 
various  other  matters. 

Generally  it  has  been  found  that  employers  have  been  reason- 
able in  their  response  to  remedy  deficiencies  which  in  most  cases 
are  of  a minor  nature.  It  has  also  been  found  that  accidents  (these 
must  be  notified)  are  mainly  caused  by  human  error  on  the  part  of 
the  casualty. 

These  extra  duties  consist  of  internal  office  administration  and 
external  inspections  which  are  very  detailed  and  time  consuming, 
and  vary  considerably  at  each  premises. 

As  a result  of  representation  to  the  Council  it  was  agreed  that 
a Technical  Assistant  be  appointed  to  carry  out  the  routine  duties 
required  by  the  Act,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

1.  — Milk  Supply. 

The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high. 

Under  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1960,  the 
licensing  of  milk  dealers  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area. 
Dealer’s  licences  on,  or  after  1st  January,  1961,  are  valid  for  five 
years  and  will  be  renewable  for  subsequent  quinquennial  periods. 

Milk  today  is  one  of  the  safest  of  foods.  In  the  past  it  has 
been  resp>onsible  for  many  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  outbreaks  of 
diseases  such  as  scarlet  and  undulent  fever.  This  security  has  been 
achieved  by  the  control  of  tuberculosis  in  the  dairy  herds,  the 
supervision  of  milk  production  and  the  heat  treatment  given  to 
most  of  the  milk  that  we  drink. 

The  problem  of  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  bottle  still  occupies 
a great  deal  of  thought  in  the  Health  Department.  These  bottles 
are  returned  by  the  consumer  having  been  used  to  hold  such 
undesira!ble  materials  as  oil  and  cement.  Particularly  are  they  a 
problem  on  building  sites  where  they  are  liable  to  be  also  broken 
when  left  lying  around,  and  these  cause  unnecessary  damage  to  the 
feet  of  young  children  playing  on  the  sites. 

2.  — Ice  Cream. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  which  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947,  prescribes  the  methods  by  which 
ice  cream  shall  be  manufactured.  Three  premises  in  the  town  are 
registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  and 
thirty-seven  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream. 

3.  — Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

Your  inspectors  regularly  visited  food  shops  in  the  area  to 
insure  that  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food  was  carried  out 
hygienically  and  that  premises  and  equipment  conformed  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

One  wonders  how  successful  has  been  the  programme  in 
educating  the  public  in  food  hygiene.  The  department  continues 
to  receive  frequent  complaints  that  shop  assistants  repeatedly 
handle  cooked  meat  when  serving.  We  consider  it  justifiable,  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the  family,  that  customers  should 
refuse  to  accept  cooked  meats  that  have  been  in  direct  contact  with 
the  hands  of  the  shop  assistants. 

4.  — Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Your  Council  owns  the  only  slaughterhouse  within  the  district. 
1 his  slaughterhouse  caters  not  only  for  the  Bridgend  district  but 
also  for  the  greater  part  of  the  Penybont  and  Porthcawl  districts. 
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As  in  previous  years  a 100  per  cent  meat  inspection  service 
was  provided. 

During  the  year  under  review,  site  plans  viz.,  roads  and  sewers 
have  been  completed  and  it  is  hoped  to  make  an  early  start  on 
the  erection  of  the  new  abbatoir. 

Under  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963,  all  inspected 
carcases  are  now  marked  with  a stamp  that  enables  the  identification 
of  the  carcase  with  the  inspector  who  carried  out  the  inspection. 
The  charge  for  inspection  is  made  by  your  Council  as  follows  ; 
2/6  per  bovine  animal;  9d.  per  calf  or  pig,  and  6d.  per  sheep, 
lamb  or  goat. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  duty  involves  a considerable 
amount  of  extra  work  for  the  inspectors.

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In  recent  years  the  Government  and  Health  Departments  have 
been  concerned  over  the  increased  number  of  serious  “home 
accidents.”  The  news  therefore  that  the  Home  Secretary  had 
received  general  support  for  the  Government’s  proposal  to  prohibit 
the  sale  of  flamable  nightwear  was  welcome.  This  measure  for 
preventing  one  of  the  most  preventable  hazards  to  child  life  and 
health  has  already  been  delayed  too  long. 

An  examination  of  the  table  of  causes  of  death  shows  that  37 
deaths  occurred  from  “ Coronary  Disease  and  Angina  ” and  21 
from  “ other  heart  diseases.”  These  totals,  however,  are  not 
alarming  when  one  appreciates  that  37  deaths  occurred  in  the  over 
65  years  age  group,  and  of  these  25  were  in  the  over  75  years  age 
group. 

During  the  year  Mr.  W.  H.  Manley,  your  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  retired  after  serving  40  years  with  this  Authority.  He 
was  appointed  to  his  post  in  1924  and  served  through  a period 
when  many  triumphs  were  achieved  in  the  field  of  infectious 
diseases.  Into  a well-earned  retirement  he  takes  the  appreciation 
and  good  wishes  both  of  the  Council  and  the  members  of  the 
staff. 


In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  and 
colleagues,  and  in  particular  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.
